to  the  which  none  inarcious  perfons  can  nor  fhall  attainc  to 
the  knowledgejyct  this  notwithfiandmgjfooles  &  incipient 
perfons  ,  yea  and  manic  that  doth  thinke  themfelucs  wife 
(the  which  in  this  facultie  be  fooles  in  deed)  will  enterprife 
to  fmatter  and  to  meddle  to  minifler  medicines, and  can  not 
tell  how,  when, and  at  what  time  the  rnedifinefhould  bee 
miniftredjbut  who  is  bolder  then  blind  Bayerd,for  a  Lady, 
agentilewoman ,  a  blind  pried,  a  fie  on  fuch  a  one  now  a 
daies  will  prafhfe  either  by  ablynd  bookc  ,  either  elfe 
that  they  haue  beene  in  the  companie  of  fome  dolour  of 
Phificke,  orelfchauingan  Author  of  Phificke, or  Authors, 
and  will  minifter  after  them and  can  not  tell  what  the  auc- 
tour  ment  in  his  miniflration.T he  philofopher  faith, when 
the  Philofopher  doth  make  an  end  ,  the  Phificicn  doth  be- 
■  gin, where  fhall  he  or  fhe  begin  that  can  l>ut  write  reade, 
and  doth  vnderfhnd  little  learning  or  noric.O  Lord  what  a 
great  detriment  is  this  to  ,thc  noble  Science  of  phificke ,  that 
ignoraunt  perfons  will  enterprife  to  meddle  with  the  mr* 
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niftration  of  phifkk,that  Galcnyprincc  of  phi  fi  cions  in  hif 
Terapenticke  dothtcprehed  5c  difprmie,faying*If  phificios 
had  nothing  to  doc  with  AftronOray,Gcomatry,Logickc,& 
other  fcicnces,  Coblers,  Curriars  of  lether,  Carpenters  and 
Smithes, &  al  fuch  maner  of  people  would  leaue  their  craftes, 
and  be  phificions,as  it  appereth  now  a  daics  that  many  cob¬ 
lers  be  ,  fie  on  fuch  ones*  whereupon  Galen  reprehended 
Tcflalus  for  his  ignorance:for  Tcflalus  fmuttcred  and  med- 
led  with  phificke,and  yet  he  knew  not  what  he  did,as  many 
doth  now  a  daics, the  which  1  may  accompt  Teflalus  fblifh 
difciples*  Auenzoar  faith  ,  euerie  phificion  ought  to  know 
firft  learning, Sc  then  pra&ife,thatis  to  fay,firft  to  haue  Gra¬ 
nder  to  vnderftand  what  he  doth  rede  in  latin*Then  to  haue 
logick  to  dicufie  or  difFine  by  argumentation  the  truth  from 
’the  faUehode,and  fo  cconucrfb.  And  then  to  haue  a  rethorick 
or  an  eloquent  tongue, the  which  fliould  be  placable  to  the 
hearers  of  his  words*  And  alfb  to  haue  geomatry ,  to  ponder 
and  waie  the  dregs  or  porcions  the  which  ought  to  be  mi- 
niftred,Arithmctick  is  neceflarie  to  be  had  concernirig  nu¬ 
meration:  but  a  bouc  all  things  next  to  Grammer,a  pliificio 
muft  haue  furelic  his  Aftronomy,to  know,  how, when, and 
at  what  time  euerie  medicine  ought  to  be  miniftred  ,  and 
then  finallie  to  know  natural  philofophy,  the  which  cofift- 
€th  in  the  knowledge  of  naturll  things .  And  all  thefe  things 
had,then  is  a  man  apt  to  ftudic  phifick  by  fpeculation.  And 
fpcculatiS  obteincdjthen  boldlie  a  ma  may  praftife  phifick* 
And  whofoeuer  he  or  fhee  be  that  will  pra&ife  phificKC  in 
mimflring  medicines ,  not  hauing  thefe  aforefaid  fcienccs, 
fhal  kill  many  more  then  he  fhall  faue,for  Sc  any  fuch  blinde 
phificion  helpe  or  heale  one  petfbn,  the  perfori  fo  healed  is 
healed  more  by  chance  then  by  any  tuning,  cuen  like  as  the 
blind  man  doth  caft  his  ftaffe,peraduenture  he  hit  the  thing 
that  he  doth  caft  at,  peraduenture  not  hit  it,  wherfore  I  do 
aduertife  euerie  man  and  woman, of  what  degree  or  eftatc 
focuer  they  be, lacking  the  fpeculation  of  phifick, to  beware 
to  minifter  mediciens  although  they  take  nothing  for  their 

labour, nor  for  the  medicines, for  if  they  haue  not  a  do&ourrs

learning  and  alfo  knowing  their  funples  how  they  fhall  co¬ 
pound  them.arid  what  operation  they  be  of ,  and  how, and 
whan,&  at  what  time  they  (hould  be  miniltred.fuch  igno¬ 
rant  perfonsmay  doe  great  harme, although  they  doe  think 
no  euil,  and  let  them  think  and  make  the  bed  they  can, yet 
for  their  prefumption  they  (hall  offend  both  god  and  man. 
There  be  fome  blind  phificions  that  will  exenfe  themfelucs 
fayin<r,that  they  doefolow  their bookeor  bookes,nay,nay 
it  is  notfo  ,  for  they  doe  folow  their  fohfh  prefumptuous 
minde  ,  for  if  dotfours  of  phifvck  (hould  at  al  times  folow 
their  bookes.they  (hould  doe  more  harme  then  good .  And 
fome  blind  phificions  will  fay, I  was  taught  of  (uch  a  doffor 

to  praftife  this  thing  and  that  thing,  fuch  praftifingdoth 
kill  manic  men  that  might  Hue  many  yeeres.  Wherefore  to 
conclude, laduertife  al  marcious  philicions  to  beware  here¬ 
after  in  the  miniftration  of  interial  medicines  ,for  they  doe 
not  onelie  offend  god  and  their  neighbour,  butalfo  they  of¬ 
fend  the  kings  aftes  and  lawes  ,the  which  willcth  and  com- 
maundeth  with  great  penaltie  that  no  man  (hould  enter- 
prife  to  medle  with  philick,  but  they  which  be  learned  and 
admitted,asit  doth  appere  morelargelier  in  the  Introduaion 
of  knowledge  defiring  all  maner  of  Phificions  to  be  con¬ 
tented  &  to  praaife  them  with  this  my  writing/or 
in  this  matter  I  haue  now  difeharged  my 
confciecein  (hewing  the  truth  as  god 


knoweth,who  (end  al  maner  of 
phificions  a  true  knowledge 
in  phifick,that  they  the 
which  be  fick  &  difea- 
fed,roay  haue  a  re- 
medie.

ftand,  fome  and  mod  of  all  being  Greeke  wordes  ,  fome  & 
fewe  being  Araby  Wordes^ome  beinglatin  words, and  fome 
beincr  barbarus  words .  Therefore  I  haue  tranflated  al  fuch 
obfeure  words  5c  namesmto  Engl  i(h, that  euerie  man  openly 
and  apartly  may  vnderftand  them.  . 

Furthcremore  all  the  aforefaide  names  of  the  faide  in¬ 
firmities  be  fet  together  in  order ,  accordingto  the  letters 
of  the  Alphabetc  ,  or  the  A.B.C*  So  that  as  manie  names 
as  dothe  begine  with  A*  be  fet  together  and  fo  forth  ,  all 
other  letters  as  they  be  in  order  •  Alfo  tnere  is  no  fickenes 
in  man  or  woman  ,  the  which  may  he  from  thecrowne 
of  the  heade  to  the  foole  of  the  foote ,  butyou  (hallfyndc 
it  in  this  booke ,  afweli  the  ficknefie  the  which  doth  per- 
tayne  to  chirurgerie  as  to  phificke ,  and  what  the  ficknefie 
is, and  how  it  doeth  come  ,  and  medicines  for  the  felfc 
fame.

hnquilhing  that  1  haue  omitted  to  doftours  of  high  judge¬ 
ment  ,  of  whom  I  fhall  be  fhent  for  part  of  thefe  things 
that  I  haue  written  in  this  booke  :  how  be  it  in  tills  matter
